The conditions under which the order was handed down 


were the most unique in the history of regulation by the 
commission. City Attorney Williams was notified to be at 
the Northwestern station, Saturday 4 p. m., to meet Jack- 
son. Arriving at the station, Jackson withdrew fromj a 
grip a copy of the decision, which he gave- to 
Williams. 


Jackson cautioned Williams ;to maintain silence, explain- 
ing that he did not want anything about it in the newspapers 
Sunday.
